One of the Chiefs of Staff, Ad- 
miral Radford, is known to favor 
‘preventive war’’—which is a 
polite phrase for carrying an at- 
tack to the enemy but describing 
it as defensive. He has been 
the chief prop of Sen. Know- 
land's ‘‘war’’ group, which, seem- 
ingly, is attaining more and more 
influence with the President, a 
fact which dismays many. 

It is understood that Adm. 
Radford’s theory is that stra- 
tegic bombing will be enough. 

Apparently he has convinced 
the President, because his state- 
ment is that no land troops and 
no atomic weapons will be used 
in the Chinese crisis if it comes 
to doing battle.

Gen. Ridgway is a_ serious- 
minded soldier who came to his 
present job from Korea via the 
NATO command in Europe.

He knows 
how uncertain is Europe’s de- 
fenses. .He faces the fact that 
China now is the. largest land 
furce in the world. He knows 
there is no help coming to our 
side in Asia. 

He is of the opinion that fi- 
nally, when the strategic bomb- 
ing is done, the familiar figure 
with the BAR, the bazooka, the 
cerbine, the mortars, the gre- 
rades, and the 50-caliber ma- 
chine guns, will have to move 
irto the territory and occupy it.

Eden Warns Reds 
Against Invasion

LONDON, Feb. 4—Sir Anthony Eden today warned 


Communist China that any attempt to take offshore 
islands in Formosa strait which “undoubtedly” are part

This warning was accompanied 
by a formal definition of the 
British government’s views on 
the sovereignty .of Formosa. 
Neither assumption of control of 
the island by the Chinese in 
1945 nor establishment of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s forces in military oc- 
cupation made the territory 
Chinese, Eden declared. 


The foreign secretary’s cau- 
tion to the Peiping regime and 
his statement of the govern- 
ment’s position on Formosa were 
the. most significant develop- 
ments of a day in which Britain 
and her partners in the Com- 
monwealth strove to find a way 
out of what India’s Prime Minis- 
ter Nehru called ‘‘a very great 
wosld crisis:”’ 

The conference of Common- 
wealth prime ministers devoted 
the whole of their morning ses- 
sion to the Formosa situation. It 
was suggested at this meeting 
that Nehru with the concurrence 
of other Commonwealth govern- 
ments approach Premier Chou 
En-lai of Red China and try to 
learn on what grounds the Com- 
munists would accept a peace 
ful solution. 

No decision was taken on this 
suggestion which will be dis- 
cussed again at an early meet- 
ng.

Navy Viking Rocket 
Climbs to 144 Miles 


WHITE SANDS PROVING 
GROUND, N.M., Feb. 4 ®— 
The Navy's 12th Viking 
rocket attained an altitude of 
144 miles today in a firing to 
investigate the so-called ther- 
mal barrier to space travel 
from earth. 

A similar Viking fired last 
May attained a record alti- 
tude of 158 miles for single- 
stage rockets. Viling No. 12 
was the second best ‘“‘shot’’ 
in the series which began 
here May 3, 1949. 

Viking No. 12 carried elec- 
tronic instruments to collect 
data on the thermal barrier. — 


Navy Plane 
Faults Bring 
Buying Cuts 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (#—Sec- 
retary of the Navy Charles S. 
Thomas told Congress today the 
Navy has canceled contracts for 
about 1,000 planes, costing over 
one billion dollars, because they 
“could not perform to specifica- 
tions.” 

He told a House Armed Services 
investigating subcommittee that 
this is the major reason why the 
Navy has reduced requests for new 
air funds next year from $1,900,- 
000,000 to $750,000,000. 


‘WAS NOT HAPPY’ 


The subcommittee summoned 
Thomas and his top aides to ex- 
plain the secretary’s previous testi- 
mony that he ‘‘was not happy” 
with some phases of plane pro- 
curement. Legislators wanted to 
‘learn if the Navy now is getting 
airplanes fast enough. 

Thomas said in an open hearing 
that aircraft now are coming off 
‘production lines and are being de- 
livered to the fleet without being 
held up by construction changes. 


In closed-door testimony, Thom- 
as said stepped-up production for 
ithe Navy, prompted by the Korean 
War, had produced some unfore- 
seen production difficulties, de- 
livery delays and planes with “‘un- 
satisfactory performance.”’ 

Thomas revealed that Navy units 
in Korea were so “seriously short 
of attack type aircraft’’ that 
‘losses of this type in some months 
of 1952 were greater than new de- 
liveries from the factories.” 


NEW SYSTEM 

Now, he said, the Navy is op- 
erating under a new system of 
‘putting into production only fully 
tested aircraft, so when they are 
delivered ‘‘to operational squad- 
rons they are as nearly combat 
‘peady as possible.” 
“If another ‘Korea’ should occur 


follow a very different policy. . 
from that of 1950.’’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—John' 
G. Adams, counselor of the Army, 
and a principal in the Army-Mc- 
Carthy dispute, resigned today. 
Secretary Robert T. Stevens ac- 


‘cepted the resignation. It will be- 


come effective March 31. 

Adams and Stevens have been 
linked repeatedly in reports that 
they would resign as a result of 
their clash with Sen, McCarthy 
(R-Wis). And repeatedly they 
have denied the report, the last 
time on Jan. 17. 

The resignation of both officials 
has been sought by Sen. Potter 
(R-Mich), who was a member 
of the Senate subcommittee which 
investigated the dispute. 

Adams presumably will return 
to the private practice of law. 
However, he said today he has 
no plans beyond a long vacation 
in Florida. 

In his letter of resignation to 
Stevens he said he had told 
Stevens in October 1953,. when he 
was appointed, he would stay in 
the position for a year. 

Adams went on to say he had 
agreed to extend his tenure until 
this spring. He added: 

“I believe that the projects 
which have eccupied my attention 
are now well advanced, and I 
therefore would. like to leave my 
post and have my resignation ef- 
fective March 31, 1955.”’ 

Stevens said he accepted the 
resignation in “the same spirit 
in which you, have offered it’’ 
and expressed his appreciation 
for Adams’ “‘loyal and steadfast 
support.”’ 

A combat veteran in World War 
II, Adams began his government 
service in 1947 as chief clerk of 
the Senate Armed Service Com- 


mittee.

PARIS, Saturday, Feb. 5 #.— 
Premier Mendes-France, who had 
juggled votes masterfully in a suc- 


cessful bout for power for 7% 
months, was thrown out of office 
early today. 

The French National Assembly 
finally refused him its confidence 
on his North African policy but 
his defeat actually resulted from 
an accumulation of rankled feel- 
ings in Parliament. 

_ The official vote was 319-273. 


AUDACIOUS TACTICS 


The 47-year-old premier, whose 
audacious political tactics had 
gained him the enmity of a grow- 
ing circle of political leaders, head- 
ed the 20th government since the 
World War II liberation of Paris. 

His downfall at home came after 
he had won wide popularity 
abroad on a visit to President Ei- 
senhower and a speech to the 
United Nations in New York in 
November. 

In office just two weeks short 
of eight months Mendes-France 
left two monuments to his rule — 
an uneasy armistice in Indochina 
and the still unratified Paris pact 
for the rearmament of West Ger- 
many. The pact replaced the ill- 
fated European Defense Commu- 
nity he was accused of killing ear- 
lier, 


MANY RUMBLINGS 


The vote on a question of confi- 
dence which cost him his office 
came after a three-day debate on 
North African policies. In three 
previous debates on North Africa 
in his administration Mendes- 
France won out. 

He lost today not only because 
he had negotiated with independ- 
ence-seeking Tunisian nationalists, 
arousing the fears of French colo- 
nials in North Africa, but also be- 
cause of a generally disgruntled 
feeling in the Assembly over many 
issues.

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India Is Last Hope 


For Peace in Asia 


Red China has, by its typically irre- 
sponsible attack on Prime Minister 
Churchill, removed any possibility that 
he or his government may be able to set 
up a cease-fire for the Formosan area. 

This again plainly indicates that if there 
is to be a cease-fire, Red China intends to 
have it initiated through neutral India, 
which country she has been trying to 
move closer and closer to her position. 
Prime Minister Nehru has from the be- 
ginning accepted the Communist Chinese 
premise that Formosa is a Chinese prob- 
lem, not American. But, he also has been 
honest enough to say the United States 
cannot simply abandon Chiang Kai-shek. 
Therefore, he has offered his services, and 
that of his government, in “any effort to 
obtain peace.” 

There is grave danger of war because 

Red China views Formosa from an almost 
entirely emotional viewpoint. Little ra- 
tional discussion is possible. If a limited 
war develops out of defending the 
Tachens’ evacuation or in protecting other 
islands, let none think it will not be a 
substantial war which rather quickly 
‘Would take on the proportions of Korea, 
Save that initially the emphasis would be 
air — and not ground forces as in 
Kore nce such a limited war is begun 
it will grow, not diminish. 
*« There is evidence the United States is 
attempting to hurry Chiang Kai-shek in 
evacuation of the Tachens. There also is 
evidence he isn’t to be hurried. He might 
determine that he must have war. 


India remains the last best hope of 
éreating a cease-fire discussion. We held 
One on Indochina outside the United Na- 
tions. If India succeeds we will again have 
to determine whether to insist on a United 
Nations supervision, or once more step 
outside it. 


Georgia GOP Had Best 


Stick to Present Course 


- Georgia’s Republican Party again is 
eonfronted with a fight led by the anti- 
Eisenhower faction that was unseated at 
the 1952 GOP Chicago convention. The 
contest currently is centered in the 
Fighth District. 


Patronage, or lack of it, is the issue. 
The “out” faction seems to feel there isn’t 
enough pie. The “in” faction has been 
trying to build a party which won’t have 
too much “pie” smeared on its face—as 
did the GOP in Georgia during most of 
the years before Eisenhower. 


The secretary of the Central Committee 
was quoted as saying National Chairman 
Leonard Hall had given the nod to the 
“out” faction in the Eighth District. The 
Constitution telephoned Mr. Hall’s office 
and talked with Mr. Hall’s assistant, 
James F. McKillip. Mr. McKillip said he 
Was authorized to say for the chairman 
fhat he had not endorsed any faction in 
the past and would not in the future. He 
said. the committee had enough trouble 
with 48 ‘states, without borrowing from 
districts and counties. 


It seems to us that the Eisenhower 
faction, which won in the Chicago con- 
vention, has made an honest effort to 
build a respected opposition party in 
Georgia. They made a commendable race 
in the Fifth Congressional District. They 
have kept the party Republican and have 
not mixed it into Democratic state 
politics. 

As an observer of the scene, we trust 
fhat the best interest of the Republican 
Party will be upheld and that the con- 
structive policy will be enabled to 
<ontinue.

Clayton County Might 
Expand, Even as DeKalb 


Clayton County, which is participating 
in the growth of the Atlanta Metropolitan 
area, hopes to set up a water authority. 

The purpose of the authority is to pro- 
vide the advantages of urban living, such 
as water and sewers, to the many thou- 
sands who work in the city but who pre- 
fer suburban living. 


The case of DeKalb’s county-wide 
water system is a fine example. Since 
its installation, the county’s growth has 
been phenomenal. New residential sec- 
tions have sprung up all over the county, 
and new industries have been estab- 
lished. Payrolls have grown under the 
blessing of water, and DeKalb’s tax 
digest has increased substantially. 


Clayton County has most of DeKalb’s 
advantages with the exception of water. 
So have many sections of Fulton County, 
but they have been slow to grow be- 
cause water is missing. Part of DeKalb’s 
expansion was at the expense of Fulton. 
Now it looks like Clayton intends to at- 
tract its quota of those who work in Ful- 
ton but pay their taxes elsewhere.

Reds Win a Victory 
In India Steel Plant 


The Communists have made another 
major gain in Asia, taking a chance that 
neither the American Government nor 
American private capital was willing to 
take. 


The Indian and Soviet governments 
have signed an agreement under which 
the Reds will build a $95,000,000 steel 
mill in India—the Soviet’s first big in- 
dustrial project in a non-Communist 
country. It is also the biggest economic in- 
filtration yet by Communists in Southern 
Asia. 


Not only that, but the Communists 
are supplying $5,250,000 in. technical aid 
and personnel to build the plant. 


The Reds will use the development to 
the maximum degree for its propaganda 
value and to infiltrate India’s economic 
system. 


It is no small victory for the Soviets. 

Meanwhile, ambitious U.S. plans for an 
Asiatic Marshall Plan are dying quietly. 
And American private investors are afraid 
of the area. It is a situation made to order 
for the Reds. 

A Russian-built steel plant, with a 
capacity of a million tons of steel ingots 
and 750,000 tons of finished steel will be 
a powerful tool in the hands of the Com- 
munists in the struggle for Asia. Capital 
improvements of this nature are among 
the top needs of the so-called underde- 
veloped countries now mired in poverty. 

The battle for Asia still may be won 
in the economic sphere. As Chester 
Bowles and many others have pointed out, 
technical aid and capital investments to 
provide industry are the great needs. How 
they are provided will be the determining 
factor in whether Asia finally surrenders 
to communism.

Gordon Countians Plan To Restore Capital 
Of Cherokee Nation as Tourist Attraction 


Decatur—In November, 1825, the 
legislature of the Cherokee Nation 
of Indians voted to establish a na- 
tional capital for the Cherokees at 
the junction of the Connesauga and 
Coosawattee rivers (near the pres- 
ent-day city of Calhoun, Georgia). 
Between this date and the removal 
cf the Cherokees in the 1830s, the 
new capital—called New Echota— 
became the center of one of Amer- 
ica’s most unique cultures. 


In the century after the Chero- 
kees were removed from Georgia, 
New Echota disappeared from the 
surface of the land. Recently, 
upon the urging of Gordon County 
citizens and state historical groups, 
the Georgia Historical Commission 
relocated the site through research, 
which was verified by intensive ex- 
cavations. 


The people of Gordon County are 
now anxious to restore this famous 
and unusual Indian capital, «and 
make of it a historic shrine suit- 
able to the history of the Cherokee 
Indians. Once properly restored, 
and perhaps converted into a state 
park, the little city will become a 
mecca for tourists, students, and 
interested citizens everywhere. 


In order to finance this project 
Gordon Countians have organized 
a non-profit corporate body—the 
New Echota-Cherokee Restoration 
Foundation—and are soliciting do- 
nations to complete their worth- 
while scheme. Interested Georgians 
may share in this enterprise by 
sending donations to the founda- 
tion, in care of the Chamber of 
€ommerce, Calhoun, Georgia. It is 
our hope that there will be a willing 
response to this appeal.

It is, therefore, conceivable that 
our sense of justice could be out- 
raged should a mature minor, of 
a “trading’’ nature, be willing to 
exchange his freedom for the life 
of someone he has come to hate. 
Such a person might resort to 
murder if certain his own life is 
secure under the law. 

Let’s leave our law in this re- 
spect as it is and let the merits of 
each case be the determing factor.

“Civilized man cannot live without cooks,”’ said Owen Meredith 
many years ago. The saying is still true but cooking today is not 
what is was in Owen Meredith's day. Time was when a cook was a 
cook. The butcher’s boy staggered into the house with great slabs of 
red-blooded meat, and the grocer followed with huge paper bags of 
potatoes, vegetables, greens. Those were the raw materials, and 
after she had worked them over a day or so, the cook brought to the 
table a meal that was fit for a husband. 


There were seconds, there were 
even thirds, and there would be 
enough left over so that late eve- 
ning investigation of the . ice-box 
would not go unrewarded. Some- 
times there were special treats. 
Sometimes the white-aproned man 
from the fish market would arrive 
with a paper bucket crammed to 
the top with oysters. 

Those were great occasions, and 
over the oyster stew the cook 
labored with the concentration of 
a Nobel Prize chemist. She took 
vast pride in the stew, the recipe 
was her own and, it is to be 
feared, she never told all the in- 
gredients even to those who most 
wistfully asked her. 

Today it is different. Most of the 
food that enters the kitchen is in 
packaged form. The steaks come 
in cellophane coverings and the 
vegetables are packaged and then 
frozen. Preparation of dinner is a 


matter of but a few minutes in- | 


stead of several hours. 

Idle hands, the cooks are be- 
coming, idle hands which the devil 
alone will take pleasure in filling. 
Time was when the cook was in 
the kitchen all day long, humming, 
contented, warmed by her stove. 


It perhaps is a small thing, but 
this matter of the warming is im- 
portant, certainly so now that win- 
ter is here. When she cooked, 
the temperature of her domain re- 
mained all day long at the ab- 
normally high degree of her 
choosing. 

But with packaged foods which 
take no longer than the advertised 
moment to prepare, with time to 
open instead of vegetables to peel, 
she no longer is much in the kitch- 
en.

The Kids Go Wild 


In a Japanese Room 


SAO PAULO, Brazil—Wherever people go, they 


carry 


their cooking and their customs with them. 


The other day, wandering with an American 


friend and his family, through one of the outlying sections of 


Sao 


Paulo, we came upon a house bearing the sign in Portuguese that 
inside was a restaurant. We stopped and went in, and it was like 
stepping, suddenly, 10,000 miles across the world to Tokyo. 


A Japanese girl, smiling and 
bowing, indicated that we should 
take off our shoes and follow her. 
We d', and she ushered us, 


through a sliding door paneled in 
paper, into a room that was 
straight out of old Japan. The 
floor was of Tatami, the thick 
mats woven of rice straw. The 
alcove in the corner, with its 
flower arrangement, and its silken 
hanging on which was painted 
birds in flight, was all the decor- 
ation. There was no furniture, only 
the bare room and the low table in 
the center. 

From behind a sliding panel that 
looked like part of the wall the 
hostess brought out pillows to sit 
on, and arm rests, like little 
benches, to rest the elbow on. She 
laid out chop sticks on the table. 
Then the parade began. Waitresses 
poured in in a steady stream. 
One brought a tray of hot wet 
towels, wrung nearly dry, for the 
face and hands, the first step in 
eating a Japanese meal. Others 
brought tiny bowls of salted nuts, 
including parched lima beans, 
dipped in oil and roasted until 
their skins popped open. Kneeling 
beside each one of us, the wait- 
resses shelled the nuts for us, an- 
other quaint manifestation of Jap- 
anese helpfulness. 

After the -uts came rice, and a 
rich soup in which bits of vege- 
tables and chunks of cre y white 
soy bean paste floated. And after 
that shrimp, and little fish, and 
bits of eel, fried tempura style by

dipping in a batter faintly flavored 
with sesame. And little bottles 
that looked like bud vases, from 
which they poured hot saki, a rice 
wine, into tiny cups, for the grown 
ups, and guarani, a kind of fruit 
arink, for the children. 


The kids enjoyed it. They dived 
in wit! their chopsticks and made 
a gaudy mess that seemed tg 
please them mightily. But the 
thing that pleased them most, if 
seems, was the room itseif. The 
soft mat floor was springy under 
foot, and they ran about the small 
room whooping and yelling and 
falling and howling with laughter, 
their father shouting at them but 
helpless to stop them. 

But a good Japanese waitress is 
equal to any situation. Gently 
catching each child as it came 
bouncing by, they sat them down 
anu, in a language that might have 
been Japanese, or P , or 
Sanskrit, for all I know, began 
tell them what seemed to be f 
stories, complete with goslies 
And the children sat there bug 
eyed, listening, not understanding 
a word, but charmed somehow, by 
the sound of the sing song voice, 
until they were quiet again. 

But thinking it over, I’ve come 
to the conclusion the reason the 
bill was so large was to teach us 
Americans a lesson—that when we 
go out to dine in a Japanese res 
taurant where all is done with 
quietness, and delicacy, and great 
formality, we ought to leave our 
kids at home. 


Hilda’s Choice Was 
To Follow the Lord 


Yesterday I was telling of Miss Hilda Keng, 
the Chinese girl who felt called of God for od 
Christian service and her desire to come to a 
America for further study. Though her father was extremely wealthy, 
not one cent would he give her. Further, if she did as she planned, 
she would be cut off from the family. 

Jesus said, ‘‘He that loveth father or mother more than me is 


not worthy of me’’ (Matt. 10:37). 


Rarely is one called upon to 
make a choice between the two. 
Hilda had that choice. She recog- 
nized her first allegiance was to 
her Lord. So she took all of her 
own personal jewelry and sold it. 
She had beautiful treasures, but to 
her, Christ was worth more. For 
her jewelry she got $10,000 in 
American money. With that money 
she came to America. 

One recalls the words of The 
Master to a certain wealthy young 
man, “Go and sell that thou hast 
... and come and follow. me” 
(Matt. 19:21). Hilda actually and 
completely did that. First she went 
to Scarritt in Nashville and took 
a master’s degree in Religious 
Education. 

Then she enrolled in the School 
cf Theology of Emory to begin 
work for a Bachelor of Divinity 
degree. This would require three 
years of additional work and I 
know of only one other girl who 
has done it at Emory. She com- 
pleted the course with a very high 
record. Then she went to Boston 
University for study in the field 
of Philosophy of Religion. 

Her one desire was to go back 
to China to work with her own 
people. But now the Communists 
had taken over and the doors of 
opportunity were closed against

her. Now she was cut off not only 
from her family, also from her 
native land, a stranger in a strange 
land. But she had learned the 
lessons of her faith well. 

If she could not do what she had 
planned to do, then she would do 
what she could do. She prayed and 
she had faith. She believed God 
had a plan for her life and she 
believed, if one is willing to pray 
as Jesus prayed, ‘Nevertheless 
not my will, but thine be done” 
(Luke 22:42), that God will open 
the way. 

I was so impressed with her 
Christian faith and wonderful abili- 
ty that I wanted her to work in s 
my church with me. When ‘the 
place was offered her, she ac- 
cepted it. I asked what salary she 
would expect. She replied, “I do 
not care about salary, I only want 
an opportunity to serve.

Income and H ousing 


Are Crucial to Aged 


Income and housing are two of the crucial 


problems of the aged population. 


Those factors 


bear on most of us, of course, but they are par- 
ticularly pertinent to the 65-and-over group. 
Where do the aged live, and from what sources are their incomes 


derived? 


These questions are taken up in the comprehensive survey of 
aging made by a joint committee of the New York State Legislature. 


About the money. The New 
York study states that the three 
main sources of income of per- 
sons over 65 are employment, 
social insurance and related pro- 
grams, and public assistance. 

A third of those over 65 receive 
their income from employment, 
the New York survey says. About 
one-fourth receive Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance, and about 
one-fifth are on the public as- 
sistance rolls. Privat? pension 
plans were not included because 
of the Inexactness of figures 
available. Nor are private sav- 
ings of individuals mentioned. 

Georgia, like New York State, 
has an aging problem. The num- 
ber of persons 65 and over in- 
creased seven per cent in our 
state during the 1950-53 period, 
end Georgia now ranks 19th in 
the nation in numbers of persons 
65 and over, 

A source of income break- 
down is not readily avuilable for 
Georgia aged, but there is a radi- 
cal difference from the ratios put 
forward in the New York study. 
For instance, the percentage in 
Georgia of those over 65 who are 
receiving public assistance (old 
age pensions) is right at 50 per 


cent, one of the higMest rates 
the nation. 4 


£ 


The New York study cites 
figures for various income levels 
of the olner person. As of 1950, 
income distribution of money in- 
ceme for families with head 65 
and over included these percent- 
ages: Under $500—14.7 per cent; 
$500-$1,000—15.7 per cent; $1,000+ 
$2,000—21.2 per cent:  $2,000- 
$3,000—15.8 per cent; $3.000-$4.- 
000O—11.5 per cent; $4,000-$5,000— 
6.4 per cent. 


However, about 63 per cent of 
the older persons own their own 
homes, the study says, and nearly 
half report assets, including real 
estate, of over $5,000. But about 
one-fourth have no assets or have 
less than $1,000. 

The report says this in regard 
to type of housing: 

“Eight per cent of the homes 
owned by older people are listed 
by the U.S. Bureau of the Census 
as dilapidated and over one-fifth 
have a vaiue of less thun $4,000. 
Cn the other hand, however; 30 
per cent have a value of $10,000 
or more. These houses of higher 
value are often not suited to 
the needs of older people Twenty 
per cent have seven rooms OF 
more and are more often than 
not white elephant relics of & 
former day...”

When we got off to that lead out here, that increased their 
respect for us. When we got ahead, I thought we could win. When 
we led at the half, k knew we could win. They hadn’t been beat 
in so long they didn’t know what to do about”it.” 

You’re inclined to think that it’s because Rupp was wrong. 
They’re still making some of the old models, and that there are 
several of them at Georgia Tech, helping Whack Hyder meet 
his aims.

You’ve Got To Get Out of the Habit

“I love bread and butter, po- 
tatoes and everything starchy. 
Is there any way to break the 
habit?” 

Habit has tough fibers, and as 
Mark Twain advised, “Habit is 
not to be flung out the window, 
but must be coaxed downstairs 
a step at a time.” 

All right, let’s begin coaxing 
the bread and butter habit down 
the scales. Most bread eaters 
are “two-fisted eaters’’—that is, 
they like to hold a piece of bread 
and butter in the left hand and 
fork in the right. A forkful of 
good food is followed closely by 
a generous bite of good bread 
and butter, hot or cold. This can 
continue all through the meal. 
It's plain to see this practice 
doubles the calories. 

To break the habit, eat the 
bread or the hot biscuit all by 
itself. It’s surprising how that 
little trick will help you keep 
from eating more than your 
share of bread» And to check the 
reflex of reaching for another 


slice, serve your portion of bread 
and butter individually. When 
dining out, take the roll on your 
plate and request the waiter to 
remove the bread basket. If he’s 
not around, don't take chances— 
take it over to another table.
